The garish, irregular outline of the bo- 
Hine camp, that symbolised i equally 
ise Ord careless organization, finds te 
duplicate where our citizen soldiers train, 
Everything is: regular and in order here, 
amd the first wew of ane of these a 
must impress the selected soldier with the 
svete that created them, the system 
combining the fundamental element of 
militiry lite—erder through cficrencr, 

To understand something of (he srs- 
tem employed an the construction of the 
Nationnl Artin caritoriiments, it 1 neces- 
sary to fo back to the very bepinning af 
the plan of creating the soldier cities. 

That plan was the outcome of the pool- 
mg of ideas by the best towr-planners, 
Water-supply experts, sewerage experts, 


architects. al lalders sammoned fro 


tlie lerigth and breadth of the United 
Stites to meet and consult tegether at 
Washington. When these gentlemen ar- 
rived in Washington they found a quar 
termaster colonel and three assttants 
strugeting with the colwssul task of cre- 
ating 16 cities, each of 45,6060 population. 
These officers had taken over the work in 
the line of duty, and were pushing bravely 
forward with the outlines of an. ofgani-

STANDARDIZATION HASTENS CAN TONMENT 
CON=TRECTIOCN 


The civilian experts volunteered their 
help, and out of their jotut, deliberations 
the plan andl specifications of the stand- 
ardined division cantonmert were evolvest. 
In order that the wark might proceed 
with regularity and speed, every detail of 
constriction from the elevation and in- 
terior of division headquarters to the 
specifications for train stables al cher: 
was fixed to stundord. Walls, winddws, 
doors, even locks anid hinges, mist con- 
form te one model. It was decided to 
wevide for every detail of borrack-build- 
ing, road-butlling, sewerage construction, 
pipelaying, and street-planoing with the 
rreatest care inone awelel contonment, 
and then to let that carefully considered 
scheme hold far the building of all 16 
camps. The ground, or the terrain, os it 
is called in military phraseology, would 
in s0mne cases necessitate eaptatiais int the 
outine of the streets of the camps: hut 
the stincdardized shape was to be similar 
to the fetter “WU, division headijuarters

A few seattered farms, winabcovered 
hills, and stretches of close wuderhrish 
patched the gently rolling country. Ie 
elistening rails of the Norfolk and Wes 
erm Raliroad trailed over thes grovid to 
City Punt. ‘The site was as bare of the 
elements ‘that ‘constititie a cite a any 
farni area you may glimpse from the 
window of a speeding train. Such was 
Camp Lee before the first timber was 
ent of the first nail driven 

Behold today: that harren aren trans 
formed. In your imagination, climb with 
me to the tap of that spindle-shanked 
water tower that now dominates the 
scene. Helow os gre the shining metalled 
roofs of a thousand houses; grouped as 
regularly as hattle lines of an army, they 
“tretch away in twe curves to the east. 

A broad belt of roud divules the lines 
of the houses through the center, (m one 
side mf this belt are the low strictures of 
the ificers quarters, the administration 
huildiags, and the hospitals; on the other 
side rise the soliliers’ two-storiedl barrack 
buildings. These stand th sets of fours, 
the number necessary to hese a bat- 


alin, one hurrack ta a company. He- 
vend the company berraicks are vther 
structures—a house for the band, the 


regimental general store (where the sol- 
dicr can buy anything iran a cone of ice 
cream to a set of safety-racor blades and 
know that the profits therenf will go to- 

ward buying extras for his mess), gad the 
buildings of the Young Men's Christian 
Ascociation.  Flankine these are the 
warchotises. 


EFFICTENCY THE KiV-NOTR OF TTT, 
CANTONSMENT LAVANTE 


The men who planierd these cities 
eoucht no wsethetic municipal effect; 
titiliniy was. the kev-note throngheut, and 
the grenadier-like formations oF the cow 
fillowing raw of bnildings might be 
eriticised ont the score ef monotony: bit 
for comvenience of the officers and men 
who are working and training 14 hours 
each dav to the end of creating the Na- 
tional Army, they closely approach ithe 
ileal. 
The new soldiers live ‘within three 
minutes’ march of their work, They have 
butte cross the mam camp rond, pass the 
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iiiveers quarters, ail they parade a drill 
rroind suitable for the werk of inv unit 
from a squad toa regiment. tna word, 
idfivers and soldiers live with their work. 

In ther utpatrited rawness, the hotses 
of this. city again bring toomnmd the new 
mining canys; let ae mining camp ever 
bossted the water, light, and plumbing 
installments of the cantonment, You will 
searchin vain for architectural embwellish- 
ment in any building from one end of 
the cantonment. to the other, but ievery 
barracks and quarters you enter you will 
fied all the itents included in the general 
term modem cinventences— from elec- 
tric dights to shower haths, Thee con- 
venientes, which in the ( hited States we 
have come to look upon m the light of 
nevessithes, temper the raw ane Spartan 
simplicity of the Mailings,

THE COMPANY BUSINESS OFINCE 


Cutting off one corner of the squad’ 


mom is a small room, about ten feet 
eine, fitted with a desk, a stool, 5 table, 
awl pipeonholes. 


It is the office of the first sergeant. 

The second story of the barracks is 
giver over entirely to sleeping quarters, 
and ts large encugh te holdin comfort 
oe hundred cots, while in emergency 25 
wore could be accammoadated, The up- 
per story squad roums in general appenr- 
dnee are ainiloar to large echool dormi- 
tones, 

Many of the men of these Virginia 
fefiments never before saw the luxury of 
the laviitory conveniences that are built 
ina small house fanking the birracks— 
het and cole) shower-haths, wash-loards, 
every item that modern. phimbing pro- 
vides, Many hotels 1 the country dis- 
tricts donot bodst the stvle of lavatory 
here built for the soliliers. 

As this sa work army i every serise 
of the word, in the barracks there is not 
as much space devoted to recreation pr: 
poses as otherwise might be expected. Tf 
ho were tot for army traditions. the mess 
hall would serve as o lounge, reniling and 
writing room for the new soldters, and 
soi capitate have se far hirnken woth 
tridition os te aillew the men to wee the 
mess hall tor these purposes when the 
kitehen aod cleaning work. is done. But 
what with the luihlings: efected at the 
matinee of the Young Men's: Christan 
Associition and the Rovtghts of Colunm- 
hus, the men of the National Army find 
aclobat the home door, 

Revorrd the tine of harracks ie the 
build for the regimental exchange, 
Which isa sort of village store in cach 
lithe: community. and bevond this ts the 
repiniwntal warehouse, where the clothing 
and equipment of the soldiers are stored 
before being chstnbuterd, 

With this summary of the streats sind 
houses af the soldier city, let us pass to 
the story af the poople Hying here.

In a night he 
torn from firs family, bis father, his 
miother, often his wife and children, ane 
translated to an environment of onee 
strange and difficule, Habit is the strong- 
est element in the lives ef most men, tine 
in wrenching him from his daily habits 
of eating, sleeping, working, playing.

prey to acute homesickness, Many of 
these men struggle to hol back the tears 
the first meht in camp—some do not 
wholly stiveeed—ind the first few days 
of army hfe seeth te promise nothing bat 
misery. 

What adds to this gloomy outlook, re- 
dicing the selected soldier ta a physical 
state below his mental plane, ts the ty- 
fhoid inoculation and vaccination. From 
personal knowledge, the writer can pirc- 
nowunee the typhoid inoculation, especially 
the seeorid dese, a moet depreasing ex- 
pemichee Add the path and discomfort 
of an infected vaccmated arm to this con-

SOLDIER CITIES 


The Geographical and Historical Environment of the 
National Army Cantonments and National 
Guard Camps 


By Wiiwiam fosern SHoOwALTER 


FT ER the Congress had decided on 
raising a vast atmy of citen- 
soldiers, and had formulated 
plans for calling that army to the colors, 
tlie Quurtermaster General was con- 
fronted with the. problem af housing the 






amy adequately durmg the long process: 


at converting ft dram an unorganized 
multitude of individuals inte a lsigehily ite= 
veloped hghting machine. 

Colonel 1. W. Littell, since promoted 
to a brtpiidier generalship, an assistant of 
General Sharpe, the Quartermaster Gen- 
éral, was in charge of that branch of the 
Oniartermaster General's Office kuowr as 
the Construction ami Repair Division, 
and it therefore fell to the Jot of Colonel 
Littell to take charge of this great task. 
For years: Colonel Littell had gone about 
his work just asa hundred ather colonels 
had done, and his appointment to the 
heavy task of housing all the new mili- 
tury forces was his first introductinn to 
the world at large, even as: the appoint. 
ment of Colonel Croethals as binder of 
the Panama Canal brought anew nationil 
hgure upon the stige. 

There is no record of what Unele Sam 
said tothe holder of his soldier citirs, 
Init the facts the ease would Have war- 
ranted his giving these imstructions: 

“IT have placed in the ‘Treasury of the 
United States; subject to your order, a 
stim ef money which is equal to all the 
gold produced by all the mines of the 
world during, the past year. With this 
money | want you to house my armies 
while I get thyerta into shape. [in the first 
place, To want-you to build 16 great mili- 
tary cities in as many sections of the 
country. These 16 cities mat be capable 
of housing a population equal ta the eon. 
luned population of Arizona and New 
Mexico. There tmust also he stable rene 
to care for as many horses as there are im 
the State of Oregon. 


“Furthennore, you must establish hos 
pitals to. tuke care of as nuany sick. and 
wotnded people as ire to be fotind in. all 
the hospitals west af the Mississippi 
River in normal times. 

“Not is that oll, You are to provide 
all of the mess halls and other genera! 
buildings for all of the 16 National Guard 
mnobilization camps, And while you are 
doing thal, you will not forget your reg- 
vlir work of expanding and keeping im 
repair the howsing facilities af the Regu 
lar Army posts, — 

“Nor will vou ayerlook the faet that as 
soon as all that work is under way you 
wil be expected to undertake the con- 
struction of the two lig concentration 
camps from which the American army 
will embark. for France and thirongeh 
which its supplies will rench the front, 

“Vee, 1 know it is a large order—in 
fact, a tremendous proposition—but these 
ate ‘tremendous tine, and I'll have to 
ask you to exeonte it within four mecrnths, 
Of course, | realize that you will, in its 
execution, apend the money three times 
as fast as the world mine: its pold, but 
af the sante time | expect vou te render 
un account which will show that every 
penny has bome anshonest burden,” 


A NOTABLE, ACHITVEMENT IN ‘THE 
HEstOnyY GF BUILDING 


Such was the order. Tt has Leen oxe- 
cuted as the American Army always ‘has 
executed its orders—to the letter! 

The story of the 16 National Army cari 
tonments. surpasses anything else m the 
history of building, Such, indeed, hos 
been the transformation wrought at these 
cuntotiiments that the world might well 
hove believed it all magic had it: not 
heard the rhythmic blows of 23.000 ham- 
mers driving home 1.200 miles of nails 
o day; had it not seen enough limber yo 
from the country’s mills to these. camps 


an 
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to make a boardwalk four feet wide— 
runners and all—from Palm Beach ta 
Bagdad via Bering Strait and the Arctic 
Circle; hae it mot witnessed the miave- 
ment to their sites of enough material 
and supplies to load a string of cars 
reaching from Fortliod, Maine, to Plort- 
land, Greven, via Boston, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, Minnenpolis, and Spokane, 

Consider a weekly pay-roll twite ns 
large as the monthly poy-roll at Pandit 
when the canal work was at high tide, 
and pail off in two hours, where three 
(ays were required to pay off the big 
ditch force. Reflect upon the fact that 
the expenditure for the 16 canteninents 
for the month of August was $52,000,- 
ood-—nearly nine tons of gold, or more 
than was ever paid ‘out in a whole yeur 
on the Pinar Coral, until naw the 
world's greatest nnilertaking! 


IMPORTANT DETAILS CONSIDERED TN THE 
SELECTION OF CAMP SIrtEs 


There were many things to consider in 
the choice of locations. Each can had 
ta be contiguons to a-city, 1m order to in- 
sure a labor and material market within 
reach, opportunities for camp leave te 
mitigate the tediinm of the military grind, 
and satisfactory ruilroad facilities: ‘The 
topography of the surrownting country, 
the avaiable sources of an ample water 
supply, and the problem of drainage were 
also impertint considerations, 

Some of the sites departed just enough 
from Jevel to insure good dminage, and 
for the most part were fine ne] _yytos- 
perous farms, as ut Camp Grant, Rock- 
ford, 1h; Catnp Shertian, Chitheothe, 
Ohio, aml Camp Dix, Wrightstawn, N. J. 
Others were covered with undergrowth: 
and scrub forest, as at Camp, Devens, 
Ayer, Mass.; Camp Upton, Yaphantk, 
N. Y,and Camp Mike, Little Rock, Ark. 
Others were on military reservations, as 
at Camp Funston, Fort Riley, Kans., and 
Camp Travis, Fort Sam Houston, Tex, 
At Camp Lee, Petersiurg, Va., 25 farms 
were occupied. At Catnp Jacksan, Co- 
lumbia, $. C., a negro church had to he 
razed] and several old tohaceo barns 
latrnerl. 

With the sites selected and 160 of the 
biggest sawmills in the Onited States

The mer at Camp Funston did ot stop 
for Sunday, but worked 10 hours a day 
acven days n week, with Saturday ofter- 
nooo off, They w corked 65 hours a week

Pour thousand etelit hundred men were 
howsed ttl fed at Camp Funston when 
the work waa im full bias. The govern- 
ment allowed them to be quartered m 
lmildings which were already finished, ex- 
cept for the wall board work and top 
finoring inside. ‘Three tandred commits 
aary employecs, cooks, waiters, and room 
attendants were required to care for that 
half of the force which fived at the can- 
tonment, the other hati fying in weigh.

Canal, Quarters were provided free, ex- 
eept that each workman tpon first en- 
tering the hunk-house deposited a dollar, 
which was returned to him when he 
firintly left the job, 

Special efforts were made to keep the 
workmen contented and happy. One of 
the hirracks was tatned over to the ¥, MM. 
C_ A. which established outdoor motion- 
picture shows, where three times a week 
the best films were shown, free to all 
comers. A haml and an orchestra 
were organized and baseball teams were 
cc uippecd.

The spirit displayed in the constriction 
of all the cantonments was an inspiration 
to every one who witressed the work. 
A healthy rivilry among the 16 ecn- 
tractors wat in evidence everywhere. 
The contractors: at Camp Dix published 
mh constriction weekly, which served to 
fire the zeal of the men there, even more 
than the Canal Rerard stirred the hig 
army af digwers at Panama. Inthe Canp 
Pir Nicer the editor put everything of 
interest to the force, from a description 
of the cantonment and the week-to-week 
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Story ef the work's progress, down ton 
picture of a hare-skinned Chihuahua dog, 
the camp maseol, and o pece of advice to 
an Unnamed youngster working in camp 
not ta neglect writing to his muther, 
Through this newspaper the contrac- 
tors appealed to their men: to help pent 
Caip Dix “first tnder the wire” of com- 
pletion.

The garbage from 13 of the cantot- 
ments = fed to hogs. Rxperience has 


shown that the garbage meident to the 


feeding af froin 10 to 8 5 men will feed 
ane hog. On this ration it has been found 
that the hogs take on a pound of flesh g 
day for the frst 150 days, The garbage 
froma cantonment is, there fee, sufficient 
to feed approximately 4,000 hogs, which 
would show a gam of more than 9,000 
tans of meat per year tor the 13 canton- 
ments, if the stock is kept up to the maxt- 
mim: nutnber. In the three TeMaMine 
catitonments the garbage is reduced to 
grease, which is used in the manufacture 
of soap, candles, and glycerine, 

The bones gathered will first have the 
prease extracted and then will he ground 
into bene-tneal fur fertilizer. ‘The bottles 
at ¢ach cantonment will he sorter, steril- 
ized and used again for commercial pur- 
poses, It is extumated that each canton- 
ment will viel! about five tons of waste 
paper a day. |

A want stecl tank 127 feet high, on the 
camp site, holds 200,000 gallons of water 
and each of three reserve worden tanks

holds a similar volume. From thete 
tanks the water is conveyed to more 
than 10,000 faucets, sinks, shower-heads, 
Witer-closets, and fire-hydrants by 28 
miles of pipes. And these figures are 
exclusive of the remount station amd the 
base hospital water systems. 

It was originally planned that the main 
pipe line should be of California redwood 
stave pipe, so as to spare iron for more 
warlike purposes; but the wood did not 
arrive fast enqugh and. tren mains: had 
to be requisitioned. Redwood pipe wits 
used atas many of the camps as trathe 
conditions would allow, for net only does 
water flow threagh wootlen pipe with 
less friction, and therefore in greater 
quantity for a giver diameter of prpe, but 
it keeps cddler in summer and 1s less 
liahle to freeze in winter. Redwood pipe 
has. been known to be serviceable even 
after half a ceritury of use. The staves 
are held together by heavy galvanized 
wite wrapped at a tension of 7,000 
pounds. Berore being Inid, the pipe is 
coated with asphaitum,: —

all that is done to halil contagion in cheek

THRE HOSPITAL TERS for EVERY 
HUSDRED MEN 


Each cantonment has at least 1,900 
hoépital beds, and some have 1600, It 
is estimated that, with aceite provision 
fur emergencies of tralning-camp Ite, 
three beds will suffice for cach roo men. 

Eternal vigilance ts the price of health 
nthe army, and each haspital is equipped 
with the mest modern of liboratories, 
where water specialists, foot specialists, 
meningitis specialists, typhoid Specine 
ists—in fact, every kind of -spectalists— 
labor who can aid, with argzus-eve) me 
erestopes, in the great work of detecting 
anything and everything that might 
threaten the health of the men. Above 
alt things, Uncle Sam is determined that 
the men he has called to the colors shall 
have but one enemy to fight, and tinit 
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disease shall not be permitted to play the 
rile of ally to the toe.

THE NATIONAL ARMY CANTON- 
MENTS 


CAM DEVENS: 


The cantonmment at Aver, Massachu- 
setts, known as Camp Devens, houses the 
forces of the National Army drawn from 
New England. It lies to the north of the 
town of Ayer, on a site that was largely 
occupied by second-growth scrub timber. 
The ground is open and porous, as well 


as rolling, this menting good drainage. 


The site was selected with an eve 'to hay- 
ing a force quartered near Boston, which 
is only jo miles away, to defend that city 
In the event of any military emergency. 
The town of Ayer has an untisual his- 
tory.as the history of New England towns 
goes, It is one of the moat vouthtul of 
all the niunicipalities cast of the Hudson 
River, having acquired a corporate ex- 
istence and a name in #871, The rail- 
rounds af nonhem Massachusetts® found 
comyernient crossing paints in that neigh- 
berhoad. First there came a signal tower, 
then a village, and then a commnutttity, 
which tired of being called “The Junc- 
tion” and wanted real town name 
This cump has the lowest average tem- 
perature of any of the cantonments. tm 
the other hard, it has more cloudless 
days than any other with the single ¢x- 
ception of Deming, New Mexico, which 
is in the “simeline bel” of the South- 
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west. Camp Devens’ oyerage tempera- 
ture if 47 and it has an average of oo 
cloudless days a year, 

The smallest except one of the 16 can- 
tonments, Camp Devens is larger than 
the neighboring cities of Tpuntan, Wal- 
tham, Chaney, and Pittelield, being in a 
class with Fitchburg and Newton, _ 

The mien who pet camp leave are in 
easy reach of many plices famous in 
American history. Coneord and Lexing- 
ton, Cambridge and Charleston, and o 
hundred other places. are there to 
men's souls to the spirit of the hor, and 
to cnabile officers to say in-it7 what Cap- 
tain Davis-said in 1775, in America’s first 
battle for liberty against-a German king: 
“DT haven't o man that's afraid to go.” 

Camp Devens is named in ‘honor of 
Brig, Gen. Charles Devens, a native of 
Massachusctts, whose distinguished serv, 
ices before Richmond in the Civil War 
brought him the brevet rank. of tiajor 
general. He was Attorney General of 
the Linited States under President Hayes. 


CAMP UPTON 


Camp Upton, which houses the Na- 
tiimal Army troops from the metropoli- 
tan district of New York City, is situated 
in the very heart of Long Island, about 
half way between Brooklyn and Mon- 
tauk Pomt and equidistant from the 
sound and sea, Tt is on the Long Istind 
Railroad, between the villares of Yap- 
hank and Manorville: ‘The region around 
the camp affords the usual Long land 
scenerv—a browd, open, level inndscape, 
with many flourishing villages and well- 
kept cauntry places, | 

Between New York and Camp Upton 
Ties what has pronounced the most 
intensely cultivated region in the United 
States, The soil 1s rather poor but the 
proximity of the greatest market m the 
country makes this regiin a medium par 
excellence for transforming sun and ‘sol, 
fertilizer and water, into market -veqe- 
tables. At no pomt on Long Island is 
there an elevation of more than 391! feet 
and the temperature rarely falls below 
zero and seldom goes above qo, owmy 
to the tempering influences of the sea. 
Snow usually lasts for a few days only, 
and the spring temperiiure is nearly al-

land. [toranks third among the canton 
monts and camps tn the maenhber of clourd- 
less. days, having an average of 18S oa 
Vear. 

Camp Upton ts sitvaied in a striking 
region. The whole island is founded on 
rock, although it outcrops only at Long 
Island Crty and wAstona. During the 
gincicr ave a yast sheet of ice from five 
to ten thousand feet m thickness Howed 
out from the region of the Great Lakes 
thway to the sea, in a 
southeasterly direction, overflowing the 
highest mountains of New York and 
New Encland, a3 is shown by the fact 
that to this day evidences of ite eroding 
passage are to be found on the summits 
of these mountains, | 

_Before this moving mass of ice all Hfe 
disappeared. The glacier tmoved very 
slowly, perhaps not more than too feet a 
year, or a mile in 50 years, After a jour- 


ney lasting 25,000 years, it reached the 


ocean and the wast wall of ice stretcheel 


across the Atlantic border from New Jer- 


sey to the Arctic Sea. 


A huge mass of earth and rocky debris, 


known as the terminal moraine, piled up 


in front of the glacier, The ice melted 
arid the debris, which had been scraper 


from the mountains, was dropped, a por- 


fon of tt now forming the hackbone of 
Long Island. Again the ice advanced, 
going just a little farther the second time: 
and the second range of hills-was formed, 
extending from near Huntington to Mon- 
tauk Point and Block Istand, and inelud- 
img the region surrounding the site of 
Camp Upton. Much of the debris: of this 
second melting was in the form of a yery 
thick mud, which flowed southward tn- 
Wird the sea and formed the present 
slightly sloping and very fertile plains of 
the island. | 

There are historical associations on 
Long Island a5 interesting as its peologi- 
cal history, At Easthanipton stands the 
house in which the man who wrote the 
hymn common to the English-speaking 
world, “Home, Sweet Home,” was born— 
John Howard Payne. This cottage is a 
modest structure, standing on. the main 
street near the center of the village.

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CAMT MEADE 


Camp Meade was built for the National 
Army forces drafted from eastern Penn- 
evivania, Maryland, and the District of 
Columbia, Tt has a housing capacity 
greater than that-of any city in Mary— 
land except Baltimore. Indeed, its popris- 
lation is twice as large as that of the 
Siate’s second city—Cumberland. 

Situated midway between Washington 
amd Baltiniore, the climatic conditions 
are largely the ant. as those prevailing 
at Camp Dix, New Jersey, The average 
antiual teinperiture is 58, and there are 
131 days of cloudless weather a year, 
with 124 davs partly cloudy, 

The region around Camp Meade is a 
quiet, pastoral omens but wher the 
men secure camp leave they are only an 
hour's ride from Baltimore or Washing- 
ton. Only a little more than 20 miles 
away 18 Annapolis, capital of the State 
and dear to the heart of every American 
as the home of the UW. S$. Naval Acad- 
emy, Where such defenders of the Na- 
tion's fag as Farragut, Dewey, Sampeon,

Camp Meade was named in honor of 
Maj, Gen, George Gordon Mende, the 
commander of the Unter forees at the 
hattle of Gettysburg, where the tide was 
finally turned against the Southern Con- 
federacy by the defeat of Gen. Robert E. 
[cc's forces and the shattering of South- 
tr hopes of success on Northern soil. 
General Meade was born in Cadiz, Spain, 
at American parentage, the year that Na- 
poleon was defeated at Waterloo. After 
the war citizens of Philadelphia presented 
him with a house, and after his death, in 
1872, a fund of S1oo.coo was raised and

Organizing a com- 
pany which called itself the “Raccoon 
Roughs,” he became its captam, and rose 
throngh iiccessive grades to a ttajor 
feneralship. He was made a a brigadier 
for hts distingsished conduct-at Malvern 
Hill, Seven Pines, and Sharpsburg. He 
held the “farthest eget" reonrl of the 
Confederate. forces, haying; before the 
battle of Gettysburg, penetrated as far ae 
Wrightsville, ott the Susquehanna, \fter 
the war he was clected Governor of 
Georgia anid also served in the U7, S.

CAMP CUSTER 


Situated im the environs of Battle 
Creek, famous for its breakfast foods 
and rest cures, Camp Custer, which is 
given over to the National Army: forees 
from Michigan and eastern Wisconsin, is 
the smallest of the 16 cantonments, The 
Kalamazoo River rung past the camp site, 
aril the barracks are ranged along the 
crest of a hill, shaped like a boomerang, 
At the end of the parade ground) there 
is a beantiful flower garden, planted by 
the ladies of Battle Creek, 

Although: the cmp is the snmillest of 
the cuntonnients, it m a shable place. 
Eleven hundred buildings, a hali-million- 
dollar hospital, 20 miles of sewerage, 16 
miles of water pipe, B artesian wells; 
with a combined flow of 4.¢ ge ap a 
minute, are mot meat fige nines. houpi- 
tal, with its 59 buildings, is laid out 
around Eagle Lake, a beautiful sheet of 
witer. 

Some fitty miles from the shores of 
Lake Michigan, a hundred miles from 
Lake Erie, and about forty from the In- 
dinna State line, Battle Creek has an weal 
location as a mohilization center, 

Rattle Creek was not oon the map be- 
fore 1850, being incorporated as a-village 
in that year; but as a junction poitit of 
the main Hines of the Grand Trunk ond 
the Aftchigan Central railronds, it soon 
began to flourish, 

Camp Custer was named for General 
George A. Custer, who was killed in a 
battle with Sitting Bull and Crazy Horse, 
June 25, 1875, 

CAMP GRANT 

Located about five miles south of Rock- 
ford, UL, to the east of Rock River, and 
connected with that city by a magnificent 
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concrete highway, Camp Grant, which ts. 
the training.«narters for the men who 
will constitute the divisions to he drawn 
from‘northern [lindis and all exce “pt the 
Lake Michigan ehore ¢ounties of Wiscon- 
sin,iz ane of the most northerly of the 
1 cantonments, Tt has more sunny days 
than any other of the T cantanments, 
with w74 cloudless or only partiuilly cloudy 


“anes annually. 


Camp Grant is hounded on the west by 
the Rock River, and fronts the north 
bank of the beautiful lithe Kishwaukee 
River for atlistance of hali-a mile. Rack- 
ford, with a population of 60,000, was so 
enthustastic ahout having a cantonment 
near it that a fund of $190,000 was raised 
to improve conditions there: The Cham- 
ber of Commerce biilt some 400 resi- 
dences on a tract outside of the canton- 
ment to be used as homes for the officers. 
No city has shown a heartier hospitality 
to the new National Army forces. than 
Rockford, 

This cantonment was laid out with am. 
eve to preserving the natural beauty of 
the site, A magnificent fringe of trees 
stretches along the banks of Rock River 
atid has been esagreee for park por- 
poses, “Some rare old farm houses have 
been utilized ge officers” quarters. 

A cirele drawn around the camp at 2 
distance of So miles will pass through 
Chicago and Milwaukee, cross the Mits- 
aissippl at Dubuque and embrace an ares 
in Lowa within the Gig Bend of that river 
beteeen Dubpque and Davenport. This 
territory embraces magnificent farming 
land and the great.dairy region of which 
Elgin is the eentét and from which an- 
nually come hundreds of millions of 
ponnds of golden butter, 

of course, evervbody knows for whom 
this camp was named—Gen, Ulysses &. 
Grant, chief military hero of the Narth- 
ern armies In the Civil War and after- 
wird Preadoent of the United States. 

CAMP’ I'ThE 

Camp Pike, situated cight miles north- 
west of Littl Rock, Ark. houses the 
National Army forces drawn from Ar- 
kanaus, Loulsiatia, Mississippi, ani west- 
ern Alabama. Here an up-to-date mili- 
tary city of 42,000 canacity had virtually 
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to be built in the midst of a wilderness 
Ground was broken for the camp on July 
gth. The site was almost entirely eov- 
ered with second-growth timber, the near: 
est railroad was five miles away, and sup- 
plies had to be brought by truck from 
Lattle Rock over hilly highways. A vast 


deal of rock was encountered in ditching 


for water amd sewer pipes—nearly 75 
per cent of the total excavations, in fact. 
. Labor was scarce, as Camp: Funston, 
in Kansas, had an earlier start and had 
secured most of the available supply. 
But the contractors ranged far and wide, 
even into the Mexican States of Chihwa- 
hua-and San Luis Potosi, with the result 
that all handicaps were overcome. This 
camp has: little level ground, resembling 
Camp Ayer and Camp Gorden in that re- 
spect, and many beavy grades in the road 
system tesult, The 25 hospital buildings 
cover 47 acres of ground. 

Little Kock, which plays the rile of 
host to Camp Pike, is the largest city m 
Arkansas. [It was settled in 1814, be- 
eoming the seat of the territorial gov- 
emmment in t820, although at that time it 
had a population of only 20 people. 

Situated on both banks of the Arkan- 
sas Kiver, the city takes its name from 
the rocky promontory which rises to a 
height of some so feet above the river, 
Tt was called Little Rocle im contnidistine- 
tion to the bold precipice; some 3 miles 
above and about 500 feet high, which was 
known as: ive Rock. ‘To the west of the 
city and of Camp Pike the foothills of 
the Ozark Mountains rise, but to the east 
are fertile cotton fields and com lands. 
‘The Arkansas River is navigable to boats 
of considerable draft as: far as Little 
Rock, while steamboats of shallow draft

_At the outbreak of the Civil War the 
state was hopelessly divided in sentiment. 
The wpland people, iving west of Little 
Rock, were Unionists and the cotton-ter- 
ritory folk, living east, were Secession- 
ists.

Camp Pike is named in honor of Gen- 
eral 2ctition M. Ptkhe, an American sol- 
dier and weographer, Torn in Lanther- 
ton.

CAMP CObGeE 


Troops from four States are bein. 
trained at Camp Dodge, 11 miles north 
of Des Moines, lown.

He was an officer in the Civil War, 
msing to the rank of major general af 
volunteers, In 1BG4 he comtnan ted the 


Sixteenth. Corps of General Sherman's 
army in the campaign which resulted in 
the fall of Atlanta, Later he was given 
command of the Department of the Mis- 
sour. ble became chief engineer of the 
Enion Pacific in-1867, and of the ‘Texas 
and Pacific in 1871. He served a tetm 
in Congress, and’ in TRoS was appointed 
by President McKinley as chairman of 
a commission to investigate the charges 
af departmental mismanagement in the 
Spanish-American War. 





CAMT FUNSTON 


Tt devolves on Camp Funston, located 
at Fort Riley, Kansas, which stands at 
the confluence of the Republican and the 
Kansas rivers, to accommasdate the Na- 
tional Army forces from seven States— 
Missouri, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Colorado, New Mexico, and Arizoria. 
The men who will train at this camp may 
well feel that they are claser to the heart 
ut the United States. than. any of the 
ether military forces of the nation, for at 
Fort Rilew stands the Ogden Motiuument, 
proclaiming the exact geographic center 
of the United Siates, — 

The military reservation on which Fort 
Riley stands, and on which Camp Fun- 
ston was bit, etlraces nearly 20,000 
aeres, A military road connects Fort 
Riley with Fort Leavenworth, on the 
Missouri River, about 25 miles above 
Kansas City, ‘This road was completed 
in 1854. Later tt was extende:| westward 
to Bridgers Poss, between Nebraska and 
Uiah, Fort Riley is the seat of the 
United States Cavalry and Field Artil- 
lery schools, which accounts for the big 
aren embraced in the teseryation. 

Camp Funston can accommodate 41,- 
‘ooo pecple—a city as populons as the 
State capital To the south of the camp 
nuns the Kansas River and to the north 
ore grass-covered fills. Tt would De diff- 
cult to imagine a rmore striking location 
fora camp. The tertile valley of Kan- 
sas’ middle river sweops castward, and 
one gets the feeling of the boundless 
reaches of America as he eurvevs the 
eeone from the green hills to the north. 
The county adjommg Riley on the est 
is Pottawattomie, home of John Brown, 
Sixty miles to the southeast is Emporia, 
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where “What's the Alatter with Kansas” 
had ats birth. . 

Camp Funston is named for Generil 
Frederick Funston, who died only a few 
months apoat San Antonio, Texas. Born 
ut New Carlisle, Clark County, Ohio, in 
1865, the sor of an artillery officer in the 
Civil War, his boyhood was spent on a 
Kansas farm, He was educated at the 
Stite university, became a reporter and 
then a special agent of the United States 
Department of Agricuiture, where his 
work took him across Death Valley, inte 
the heart of Alaska; dawn the Yukon 
lone in a cande and up the 14tst me 
ridin to the Arctic QOectan, Later he 
traveled in Mexico, then went to Cuba, 
where nS Ioan the cause of Cuba as a 
captam of artillery. While campaipming 
with Gomez and Garcia he was Lore 
und, steking to teturn to the United 
Sites; was: captured by the Spaniurds, 
who condemned him to be-shot. Upon be- 
ing released he returned to the United 
States. Atthe outbrenk of the Spatish- 
Amercian War he mised the 2oth Kansas 
Voluntecr Infantry Regiment. He was 
sent to the Philippines, where, on a-small 
raft, he crossed a river under heavy fire 
uml established a rope ferry that enabled 
the Federal forces to with an important 
victory at Calimpit. For ‘this act of 
bravery he was awarded the Congres 
sional Medal of Honor, and later organ- 
ize] the expeclition that captured Agut- 
noida, His more recent services, e4+ 
pecially as commandér of the American 
forces on the Rio Grande and as the 
head of the expedition to Vera Cruz, are 
well known, 






CAME THAVIE 


San Antonio has the untisual honor 
of having four ruilitary canps—Camyp 
Travis, housing the National Army corn- 
tingent from Oklahoma and Texas; Carp 
Wilson, housing contingents of Regular 
Army forces on the Mexican border; 
Fort Sam Houston, a- Regular Army 
post j and Camp Kelly, an avintian camp, 

The city’s popilarity with the army 
deserved, as it hns seasonable weather for 
thilitary training every month in the year, 
lis average temperature is 68° and its 
lowest 1s 4° above zero. Furthermore, it

of Vera Cruz. A few days later it was 
retaken by Hays and Caldwell, never to 
fall into Mexican hands agai.

He 
stucied law, moved to Alnbama, then to 
Texns. He became a colonel in the Texas 
Hy in TSs2, wis oe hy the Mexi- 
cans, and released.

CAMT LEWIS

way, and on the splendid Pacific highway. 
lt has quarters for 47.650 officers and 
nen and stubles for 15,000 horses.

Japan current make the climate of this 
region so equable that Washington has 
heen given the sobriquet of the Evergreen 
State. 

Within a few miles of the camp site 
every kind of obstacle that nature ap- 
poses to soldiers may be found. The low 
ranges of the Cascades are hard’by; ML 
Ramtier is not far away. The soldiers, 
therefore, may practice on any kind of 
terrain, from Alpine heights to level sa- 
varias. 

Camp Lewis is Situated in the ¢reat 
Puget Sound Basin, between the coast 
and Cascade ranges of mountains, In its 
highest parts this basin scarcely. rises 
more than 500 fect above sea-level, and 
for more than halt of its length is pene- 
trated liv the stimthérn arins of Puget 
Sound—a body of water which forms 
one of the finest systems of harbors in 
the world, 

Camp Lewis was named for Captam 
Meriwether Lewis, one of the leaders of 
the famous Lewis and Clark Expedition, 
through which the American people 
enined their first knowledge of the great 


Nerthwest. Lewis was horn near Char- 


lottesville, Va, m 1774: He enlisted in 


the forces sent to put down the Whiskey 


Rebellion in 17o4, entered the Regular 
Army as a lieutenant in 1795, became a 
captiin Im tvQ7, and Thomas Jefferson's 
private secretary in 18or. 

While President, Jefferson sent a can- 
fidential message to Compress asking an 
appropriation for in expedition to plant 
the American flag on the territory from 
the Mississipp to Puget. Sone. After 
the appropriation was in hand he ap- 
pointed Captain Lewis and Captain Clark 
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to lead the expedition, They started 1 ‘ol 
the Missouri in the spring of ss Oe i 
lowing that river to its source,

CAMP GREENT 

Camp Greene, training ground for the 

National Guard of the New England 
States, lies partly within the city limits 
of Charlotte, N.C. The elevation here 
is about 720 feet, with wn average tem- 
perature of Go", The record high tem- 
perature is io2°, and —5° is the mer- 
cury ‘s lowest marl. 

Charlotte is on the Piedmont and Nerth- 
ern, the Southern, the Norfolk-Southern, 
and the Seaboard Air Line railroads, [1 
is eiiuated in the gold-mining rection of 
the State, has many cotton mills, clothing 
and other manufactories. Electric power

u Charlotte was settled alout 1750, and 
hecame a county seat just before the war 
for independence. The Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence, which ts 
held to have anticipated the Jeffersonian 
doctiment, wis signed here in May, 1775: 

Camp Greene is named fora New Eng- 
land hero of the American Revolution— 
Nathanael Greene, of Rhode Iskind, He 
was trained as a Quaker, but was one af 
the first to tuke part in military prepara- 
tions of the Colones. 

So extraordinary were the conditions 
tder which the American Army was 
organized, that Nathanael Greene went 
wider fire for the first time asa major 
generil, Elie most noteworthy service to 
the Amerieat Cause was rendered after 
he took command of the Army of the 
South, in-Oeteber, 17780. There he gained 
his ends more often by retreats and losing 
battles than by victory, andl yon a meal 
af honor from Conpress, a tobute from 


his Commander-in-Chitef to the “peculmr 


abilities of General Greene,” and the ac- 
knowledgment by Ins: distinguished op- 
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ponent, Cornwallis, that he was “as dan- 
gerots as Washington—vigilant, enter- 
prising, and full of resodree.” 


CAME WADSWORTH 


The former National Guardsmen of 
the Empire State are being traine:| -at 
Camp Wadsworth, about six miles south- 
wiest of Spartanburg, 5.C. One extrem. 
ity of the site Hes at Fair Forest, a station 
on the line of the Southern Raihway to 
Atlinta, and the national highway, which 
passes through Spartanburg, rans Care 
tothe camp. This region has an ave 
annul bia seh of G1*, with — 4" as 
the a : lowest temperature e-and foy° 
as the average highest. The elevation is 
about #75 feet. This location averages 
less stinshitie than any other catnip site, 
with 164 days clear or partly cloudy each 
year. It is the center of a cotton manu- 
facturing district, About ten miles away 
is Cowpens, one of the Important battle 
fields of the Revolittion. 

In October, mo17, Camp Wadsworth 
was the largest of the National Guard 
cities, Its population was more than one 
and a half times as large as Spartanburg, 
and Charleston was the only city in the 
State which housed imore imfabitants. 

Camp Warlsworth is named‘for J. §, 
Wadsworth, a New Yorker and a gallant 
soldier of the Civil War. From March 
to December, 1862, he was military gov- 
emor of Washington, Ds. and was de- 
feated during the same year in the cam- 
paign for governor of New York. He 
Maved a conspicuots port in the battles 
of Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, and 
Gettyshure. On May 6, 1864, while ‘tead. 
ing it division in the battle of the Wilder- 
ness, he received a mortal wound and 
ched two days later. He was brevetted a 
mAjor en¢ral of volinteers for heroism 
in this battle. 

CAMP SEVIEK 

The fedleralized National Cumrdsmen 
fram Tennessee, North Carolina, and 
south Carolina are beme traméd at one of 
the most delightful camps-in the South, 

, manciver grounds and the atte of 
Camp Sevier occupy about 2.000 acres 
where were, until recently, dense woods 
of oak and pine and fields of corm and 
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cotton, ‘abour six oles northeast of 
Greenville, S.C. “The country is rolling; 
aril the Camp honsts pure air, pure water, 
and no mosquitoes. The main line of 
the Southern Railway to Washington di- 
vies the camp proper from the maneuver 
grounds, Parts station ts located just at 
the boundary of the encampment. The 
maneuver held is crossed lengthwise by 
a stream of considerable size. 

This region has sunshine on 254 «lays 
of the average year. [ts animal mean 
temperatitre is 58°, and —s°* is the record 
low temperature. The cool mountain air 
tempers the summer heat, which seldom 
foes above o7", 

Greenville, the nearest town and: the 
county seat, was settled in. the year of 
the Declaration of Infependence ‘and in- 
corporated it 1831, Tt ie of considerable 
industrial importance amd is noted ag an 
educationa) center, with four colleres. 
Four railraads run into Greenville, com-

Cal. John Sevier, for whom this camp 
6 named, became famous as an Indian 
fighter, and was made a brigadier general 
under Marion in 781, He proclaimed 
himseli governor of the ‘ ‘State of Frank- 
lin,” in the territory which is now Ten- 
nessee, When North Carolina wished to 
cele those weetern lands toa Congress. 
The “State of Franklin” 
Sevier « conduct did not prevent his be- 
coming Jater a member of the North 
Carolina Senate, and still later (17901, 
representing that State in Congress. He 
enjoyed the tmusual distinction of having 
been sent to Congress at different tines 
by two States, for he represented Ten- 
nessee from t8rt to 1815, having. pre- 
viously served in that State’s Senate and 
for three terms as Governor. 


CAME ILANCOCK 

Camp Tlaneock, the National Guard

CAMP WITKELER 

Camp Wheeler lies seven miles south- 
east of Macon, Ga, Here the National 
Guard troops of Alabama, Florida, and 
Georgia Are in each | The Macon, 
Dhiblin and Savannah Railroad crosses 
the camp and connects with the Southern 
Terminal in Macon. . 

Macon is the center of an extensive 
eatton trade and has steamboat connec: 
tion with Brinswick and Savannah, 

The ‘climate is generally mild and 
pleasant, with an avernge annital temper- 
ature of 63°. The record high temper 
ature is Tog", while winter mgors may 
hardly be said to exist, the lowest mark 
of the mercury being 10°. The elevation 
is between 300 and joo feet, In the av- 
erage year whout 246 days are clear or 
only partly cloudy. a 

General Joseph E. Wheeler, tor whom 
this camp is named, was born at Augusto, 
Ga. A West Potst graduate of 1859, he 
becamo one of the ablest cavalry leaders 
of the Confederate army, and rose to the 
rank of lieutenant general After the 
war lic served for 19 years in Congress, 
then, returning to the army, commanded 
“U.S. cavalry division in: the Spanish-

of service, commanding a brigade in the 
Philippines, he wos commissioned a aa a 
adier general and retired in 190, He 
died in roo and was buried at Arlington. 


CAMP MC CLELLAS 


Five miles from Anniston, Aln., is In- 
cated Camp McClellan, the encampment 
for the National Guardsmen of New Jer- 
sey, Virginia, Delaware, Maryland, and 
the District of Columbia. A great ex- 
panse of maneuver grounds extends north 
and east from the encampment. 

The advantages of this lncation for 
military operations were tecornized sev- 
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eral years ago, amd the National Guurd 
of eight Southern States held thei field 
mineuvers here im ror2., Camp and town 
are surrounded by the foothills of the 
Blue Ridge. | 

The record high temperature ts 103° 
and the annual average O1°.. ‘The lowest 
record of the mercury is 9° above. zero. 
The-sun ehines on 208 days of the aver- 
age year. 

Anniston was fotnded tn 1873 by the 
Woodstock Tron Company, and for ten 

“ars existed merely as a part of that 
company s biistness. 

This camp bears a name that is con- 
epicnous im the military annals of the 
United States. Major General George B. 
MeCleHan was.a West Point graduate of 
1846, In the Mexican War he was dore- 
vetted fitst levtenant and later captain for 
gallantry, Between the Mexican andthe 
Civil War he was one of three officers 
commissioned as military observers in the 
Crimea, and then leaving the army he he- 
came first an official of the Hlinois Cen- 
tral and afterward president of the St. 
Lows and Cincinnati Katlroad, At the 
outhreak of the Cyvil. War he was ap- 
pointed major general of volunteers anil 
made a successful campaign im West Vir- 
ginia. After the first battle of Bull Run 
he was placed in command of the Army 
of the Potomac, having been commis- 
stoned no major general in the Repulir 
Anny aind in November, 1861, he became 
commatder of the Army of the United 
States.. In the presidential election of 





864, McClellan was Lincoln's opponent, 


and was defeated by a popular majority 
of about 4oo,oom, Thereafter he was oc- 


eupied chiefly with ergieering enter- 
prises and served ane term as Governor 


of New Jersey, declining renomination. 
CAMP SHERIDAN 

Camp Sheridan, occupied by aa oF 
the National Guard of Ohio and West 
Virginia, lies north of the city limits of 
Montgomery, Ala, 

The sun shines in Montgomery about 
360 days a year, The average annual 
temperature is 65°, with 107° as the 
grtitest surnmer heat and 5° above zero 
a3 the record in low temperature. 

The hostess city of this encampment is 
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olso the State capital, It ic situated at the 
head of navigation of the Alabanm, anid 
baile for the most parton the high bluit 
above the river, With its mariy fine old- 
fashioned resulences and beantntul gar- 
dens, Montgomery retains some of the 
lmsurely chard of plantation days, but in 
other respects it is typical of the new 
South, {ft is a great inland cotton mar- 
ket, and has a fortunate beention with 
regard to timber and deposits of tron and 
coal, fers manufacturing interests are it- 
portant 

No State was more zealous in the Seces-

Camp Sheridan m named tor General 
Mhilip Henry Sheridan, whose brilliant 
fart in the Civil War is faniiliar to every 
American. 

CAMT StHELAy 

Camp Shelby, where the National! 
Guardsmen of Indiana and Kentucky ate 
etitamped, is located about ten and a Tialf 
miles agutheast of Hattiesburg, Miss. 
with its 15,000 inhabitants. ‘The camp 
stte was heavily wooded. About 180.000 
stumps had to be blown out in the course 
of eonstraction, The qunp is oblong in 
shape and comprises sumething more than 
three square miles, with a torget range 
one mile square adjaining iton the east. 
The Leaf River flows southeast from 
Hattiesburg and the tributary Jacobs 
Creek enters the camp grounds. 

The average temperature for the year, 
in this region, ss.

Cuptain Fremont took comimnd, 
creating an American military occupation, 

His. part in the following events was 
complicated, and after the war he re- 
steed from the service, feeling that he 
had been deeply wronged, He fed a 
fourth and a fifth expedition to the Pa- 
cic, neither of which yielded important 
results, He wats appointed a major pen- 
eral at the outhreak of the Civil War and 
resigned from service for the second 
time in phe 7 

His Hevotion te the project of a Pacific 
ruilway involved him in Gnanecial ritin 
during the panic of +8r3. From 1878 to 
1882 he was Governor of Arizona. Tn

IN FRENCH LORRAINE 


That Part of France Where the First American 
Soldiers Have Fallen 


By Harrerer CHarsrers Apams 


WHES is the story of my journey to 
Nancy, Luneville, and Gerheéviller, 


Bo oin Lorraine—that part of France 
where the first American soldiers have 
fallen, 

Tentered the French ntilitary zone as 
a war cortespondent, equipped with a 
magical little: yellow book which carried 
my photeagraph sind the faets about m 
nationality, place of birth, magazine af- 
filiation, and residence at home and in 
Pati. Tt had ushered me safely past in- 
nuamerable gendantics and sentinels on 
the way to Compitgne and Rheims, even 
to front-fine treneltes in. Champagne: tow 
it brought me to Nancy, in northeastern 
France, the most beautiful town in the 
Republic, capital of historic Lorraine. 

(in this particulier trp. the passport 
penmitted 2 traveling companion, so an 
American girl engaced jn Paris war work 
went With me. ‘This was her first ¢linipsc 
of that mysterious precinct known to few 
civilians beyond its guand-girded  ber- 
ders—*The Military Zone.” — 

This zone, extending 500 miles; from 
Flanders to. Switverkind, stretches south 
nearly to Paris, taking in the towns we 
passed en route to Nancv—Meaux, Cha- 
teau Thierry, Epernay, Chalons, Révigny, 
Bar-le-Duc—all gutewnrs to the front, 
This ta the road the Americans have fol- 
lowed on their way to the trenches. 


It was 2 metmentous side hy rail-ito 
waney, In the gray mist of early morn- 
rig he steat Paris Gare de l'Est was 
thronged. ‘There were trench-worn men, 
couted with mud, just back from the 
front, relaxed and hungry, their arms 
around wives atid sweethearts. ‘There 
Were grave-eved men, in clean, faded wni- 
forms, starting out again-after their six 
dave’ leave. I can never forget the faces 
of the women with them. No tears, but 
they looked as Joan af Are might have 
louked ten minutes before she was burned 
ut the stake. |

graves among the new-mown hay—white 
crosses with the trivcolor; black crosses 
with the letter “A™ for ANemunds, And 
near by a sign for the farmer to heed: 
“In agriculture, respect the graves af the 
dead.” . 

Near the town of Meaux there is an 
imposing marble monument which marks 
the site where the guard of Puris: fell. 
There are holes in the cemetery wall 
through which they thrust their rifles, 
those heroes who rushed out from the 
capital in more than 060 taxicabs on 
that fateful September day. 

We passed Epernay, the door ta 
Rhenns, where a battalion was on the 
miirch, and came to Chalons, Here many 
oticers left the train to motor to Ver- 
dim-—spick and spun, with blue cloth put- 
tees to match their uniforms, all carrying 
canes. “The American ambulance driver 
left with. them. 

“T don't know where nt going,” lie 
told us, “but monmy way. I’m sure to 
be on the right road if Um helping the 
French,”

But there are tombs om every fower- 
strewn field, for no region on carth has 
suffered more frorn fire anal sword, All 
the taccs Of Europe have coveted Lor- 
raine since the days of the Romans.

his -to,oo0 cavalrymen for word from 
his victorious anny that be tight cross 
the frontier and make a triumphant entry 
into Nancy,-he was bot following in the 
footsteps of earlier barbarians who tive 
swept across the Rhine.

THE CHASSEUMS WHO ARE TRAINING 
AMERICAN ‘TROT 

We have an especial interest-in the 
chasseurs, for they have heen training our 
American boys at the front. No soldiers 
of France are as picturesque as these sun- 
bumnt, fiery-eved men of the Alpine and 
Pyreneean heights, who have left the stain 
of their Joyal blood on every frontier they 
have touched. The Germans call chem 
“the Dlwe devils," amd say they ean rut 
faster than the chaniois, bat it is the Boche 
whe mins when they come lis way. They 
are a merry care-[ree lot. I heard a
